THE WORN ROPE BROKE 
Says Jury Will Recognize the 
Truth When She Tells 
Her Story,

NEW YORK, May 18.—Josephine Ter- 
ranova, who yawned while an eye-wit- 
ness, armed with her Knife and pistol, 
re-enacted the scene when she mur- 
dered her uncle ang her aunt, was 
changed in the twinkling of an eye to 
an alert, angry, eager young woman 
when her veracity was questioned. te 

The explanation is simple. She fully 
believes that she washed away her dis- 
honor by stabbing to death the uncle 
and aunt who had dishonored her. Di 
Angelo, on the witness stand, testified 
that when confronted by her uncle, 
Riggio, at a family council a. year be- 
fore the killing, she denied that the 
uncle had wronged her. 

“What lies! What lies!’ Josephine ex- 
claimed to a reporter after court had 
adjourned for the day. “Everything my 
aunt and my uncle said against me was 
a lie. But no matter. I goin that chair 
and tell what I know. I go there and 
tell all the truth. I am not afraid. No. 
If I don’t tell the truth those 12 men 
will know.”’

I said, ‘Have 
you told your Aunt Concetta?’ She 
said, ‘No. Don’t you say anything: about 
it.’ 

“After some days I told my hus- 
band what Josephine told me and we 
went to Riggio’s house to ask why he 


disturbed the girl. My husband said 
to the uncle: ‘Have you been insult- 
ing this girl?’

‘Now tell your uncle what you told 
my wife.’ Josephine said: ‘My aunt 
lies, [I told her nothing.’

Josephine shook her head in earnest 
contradiction and whispered to her 
attorney, Mr. Palmieri. 

Aunt Maria said she had not repeat- 
ed the story to Josephine’s mother 
“hecause she was indifferent to me.” 
Concetta Riggio wanted to send Jose- 
phine home to her mother, but Jose- 

hine, she said, declined to go, say- 
ng, “Aunt Concetta, you are the only 
mother I will have.”. 

In opening his cross-examination 
Mr. Palmieri said he expected to show 
that Mrs. Di Angelo was anxious to 
see Josephine in prison so that she 
and her husband might get possession 
of Riggio’s property.

He declares he will 
show that in 10 school months Jose- 
phine attended only 18 days; that the 
truant officer was sent after her and 
that the Riggios lied about her age in 
order to keep her home at work.

Match Causeqd Explosion. 

Outside the door of the shed one of 
the negro servants was watching his 
master. As he saw him take out the 
match he started forward in alarm. 
But he was too late. A moment later 
Mr. Walker had lit the match. 

The fumes from the gasoline tanks of 
the engine and also the two automobiles 
hung heavy in the little shed. The 
scratching of the match was followed 
instantly by a brilliant flash of flame 
and a heavy explosion that threw Mr. 
Walker prostrate to the floor. 

The negro staggered back from the 
door in the face of the blinding flash. 
But he recovered himself quickly, 
rushed into the flames and picked his 
young master up bodily. 

The young clubman was a strapping 
6-footer and built in good proportion. 
The negro staggered under the weight 
of his burden, but seeing that Mr.

May 18.—George 
McWhorter, a wealthy grain dealer and 
leading Republican politician, lies at the 
point of death at his home in Chilli- 
cothe, Ill., a small town near here, as 
the result of a flerce battle with Thomas 
Harris, a merchant of Chillicothe, which 
followed the discovery of Mrs. Harris 
alone at night with McWhorter in the 
latter's office. 

After the enraged husband had beat- 
en and cit McWhorter into insensibility 
he picked up the body and was carry- 
ing it to the Illinois River close by, in 
order to throw it in, when citizens re- 
strained him. ‘ 

McWhorter’s wife and daughter are 
social leaders in the district around 
Chillicothe. 

Detective Gives Tip. 
Harris had suspected his wife for some 


time, but positive proof was lacking, 80 
he employed a private detective to shad- 
ow his wife. Wednesday evening Harris 
left the house early and went to his 
store. An hour later he received a tele-, 
phone call to come to McWhorter's 
grain office at once. He rushed over to 
the building, which is situated on the 
bank of the Illinois River, and through 
an open blind he saw that his wife was 
in tne office. 

Harris called a few friends as_ wit- 
nesses and had them surround the of- 
fice. The man and woman in the office 
took alarm, and the woman, who is % 
years old and attractive, tried to rush 
out at the back door, but was met by 
the enraged husband, who hurled her 
back into the building. 

McWhorter rushed at Harris and 
struck him in the mouth, but was in 
turn knocked back into the office. 

Harris then drew his knife and slashed 
the grain man savagely and repeatedly. 
One cut five inches long running from 
the ear downward and another four 
inches long Over the left eye were in- 
flicted besides several smaller cuts. Har- 
ris also stabbed McWhorter several 
times in the top of the head in an en- 
deavor to reach the brain, but the skull 
stopped the knife each time. 

McWhorter was now unconscious and 
lay bleeding on the floor. Harris picked 
him up and was going to drop him in 
the river but was prevented by the 
others who stood by and witnessed the 
fight without interfering. 

The injured man was taken to his 
home and medical attention given, but 
he is in a precarious condition.

Mrs. Runa now lives at 2100 Locust 
street. The photograph, shown by Lit. 
lander’s attorneys and acknowledged by 
Mrs. Runa as one for which she and 
her boarders had posed. was taken 
when she conducted the domicile at 1706 
Locust street. 

A photograph of Mrs. Runa and four 
of the young women boarders was ‘‘ex- 
hibit A’’ in the case. It showed the 
five lined up against a house, togged 
out from head to foot in male attire, 
looking real defiant and debonnaire, 
Mrs. Runa having a cigar between her 
fingers which, however, had not been 
lighted. 

aflander and his wife were boarders 
at the house at 1706 Locust street. They 
had a falling out, and Liflander sued 
for divorce. Mrs. Runa was one of Mrs. 
Liflander’s witnesses. Liflander lost 
his suit. He said. afterward that Mrs. 
Runa’s evidence had caused him to 
lose, and intimated that her testimony 
had not been true. She then sued him. 

After Mrs. Runa had testified in her 
own behalf Thursday, Attorney Robin- 
son, for Liflander, handed her the

Five of them were dressed in men’s 
attire. They had on a good many of 
my clothes. 

“They asked me to telephone for a 
photographer, and I did. He came 
and took two photographs of them. 
One was taken at the kitchen steps, 
where they were shielded from view 
by a high fence.

Health Statistics Show Star- 
tling Division of Paupers 
and Insane. 


eThe annual report of the Poorhouse, 
just issued, shows interesting data as 
to the’ proportionate division of insan- 
ity and pauperism among men and 
women. The report shows that the 
number of insane women at the Poor- 
house during the year past was far 
greater than the number of men, ut 
on the other hand, that the men have 
a long lead in the pauper class. 

The report shows ‘that of the appro- 
priation of $153,839.52 there is a balance 
Of $10,284.93. The per capita cost of 
maintenance of Poorhouse inmates was 
27 2-3 cents a day, or $99.76 a year. 

The Poorhouse cared for 1032 paupers 
during the year of 190, of which num- 
ber 733 were men and 299 women; it 
also cared for 1017 insane, of whom 4l7 
were men and 600 women. There were 
207 deaths in the two departments con» 
bined, 1% men and 82 women.

COUNTRi IS IN DANGER 
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Finds Roosevelt Not Only Lacks | 
Justice, but Is Outside 
the Law. 
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Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y.,,May 18.—Chancel- 
lor James R. by Of Syracuse Univer- 
sity, who called Roosevelt an anarchist, 
has issued from Lake Placid, where he 
went after his second attack on the 
President, another statement in which 
he assails the press for its treatment of 
him, and reaffirms everything he has 
said. In a letter to the Post-Standard, 
he says in part: 

‘‘The thing which has impressed me as 
a journalistic revelation in this little 
cyclone disturbance is the character of 
editarial comment, its hysterical abuse, 
its coarse epithets, its own and its bor- 
rowed blackguardism, its vituperative 
expletives and the utter absence of 
strong, clear discussion,. such as char- 
acterized the press before it became im- 
personal and anonymous. 

“T do not complain. Such papers 
neither make nor unmake reputations. 
They do not deceive the people. I am 
receiving ample proof of that by every 
mail. 

“T have had a week to consider. After 
careful reflection I am firmly convinced 
of the justice of my criticism, and I 
see no point at which it was not well 
considered. It will stand. 

‘The President should not attack the 
decision of a Federal Court judge, and 
say to the public that in his opinion it 
will not be sustained by other judges. 
Do we forget that again and again, in 
different parts of this country, that has 
been the favorite retort of anarchists 
when decisions and verdicts have gone 
against them. It is an extremely dan- 
gerous thing for a President to do in 
these times and an unwarranted inter- 
ference with a co-ordinate branch of the 
Government at any time. 

Jars Judicial Conscience. 

‘The chief magistrate should not pro 
nounce a verdict of guilty upon citizens 
upon an ex-parte statement, whatever 
the charge that is made against them. 
This would not be permitted in cases 
where the people are unprejudiced. The 
President’s impassioned and ex-parte 
characterization shock the judicial con- 
science. There is serious menace in this 
precedent of the highest executive of 


the land usurping the judicial preroga- 
tive to the extent of judging a citizen's 
cause by stigmatizing him with guilt 
upon such a hearing.

Roosevelt Planning

WASHINGTON, May pad 
William E. Chandler is likely to 
be out of a job soon. Since his 
communication to Senator Till- 
man upholding the latter's ver- 
sion of the affair between him- 
self and the President, the White 
House has displayed consider- 
able interest in*° Mr. Chandler’s 
official position. It has been sud- 
denly discovered that the Spanish 
Treaty Commission, of which Mr. 
Chandler is the head, is not do- 
ing work enough to justify its 
existence. Hence the President's 
friends say that the stern and 
vigilant devotion to the interests 
of the public which has always 
characterized the administration 
requires that the commission 
should cease to exist. 

The commission was created for 
two years, with permission to 
the President to extend its life 
for six months at a time. The 
President has been extending it 
accordingly. The last extension 
was on March 5 and will be up 
Sept. 5. This will be the last ex-

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THE RAILROAD INFLUENCE. 

The impropriety of Judge Evans’ protest against 
the no pass rule of the railroads is emphasized by 
the fact that one of the conventions of each of the 
parties to be held this year is a judiciary convention, 
the sole purpose of which is to nominate two candi- 
dates for the Supreme bench and the other will nom- 
inate a Railroad Commissioner. A railroad can 
have but one object in giving free transportation to 
"public officers, politicians and party delegates, and 
that is profit through political influences. It is so 
absurd to say that free passes given by a railroad 
do not influence those having a voice in public or 
party affairs who receive them, that the plea may be 
dismissed as utter nonsense. The railroad lobbyists 
“who have doled out passes to public officers and poli- 
ticians heretofore, and who have, through these 
free gifts, practically controlled conventions and 
legislatures, laugh at such silly statements. 

That delegates attending conventions in the past 
for the purpose of choosing Supreme Court and Ap- 
pellate judges have used free transportation upon 
the railroads has been a scandal. It is notorious 
that railroads have controlled judiciary conventions 
through free passes and similar influences. This 
comtrol has been a scandal in the State and has been 
damaging to the Supreme Court. It has been the basis 
of reflections on the judicial work of the courts. 
The scandal of the Railroad Commission smells to 
heaven. 

Granting that the no pass rule is adopted in re- 
sentment of Gov. Folk’s attack upon railroad ‘lobby- 
iste and railroad influence in the Legislature and 
in politics, there can be but one answer on the part 
of the Governor and his supporters, and that is 
the acceptance of the rule, the acceptance of the 
challenge if it contains a challenge and the energiz- 
ing of the campaign against railroad influences and 
corrupt corporate influences in State politics. The 
men who represent Democratic reform in the State 
should, with renewed vigor, persist in the effort to 
eliminate the influences of railroad and other spe- 
cinl interests in the State government and in the 

y organizations. 

-If it is a trick on the part of the railroads, as 
Judge Evans intimates, to get a stronger hold on 
the party organizations and to assure a more com- 
plete control of the party conventions, the railroad 
managers are playing a dangerous game. The proof 
of the trick will come out in the action of the con- 
vention. The publicity of this proof will be the 
signal for a popular campaign which will demon- 
strate whether the corporations or the people shall 
control the State government—whether judges and 
public officers shall be tools of the corporations or 
servants of the people.

One of the most frequent charges made against 
the late Carl Schurz is that he was inconsistent and 
variable. It was made sneeringly by men who re- 
garded party loyalty as the highest virtue. This is 
the record of Mr. Schurz’s “inconsistency”: 

As a youth in Germany he was a revolutionist, 
pleading and fighting for liberty. 

In America during the Civil War he fought for 
the preservation of the Union and the abolition of 
slavery. 

A Republican until his party’s corruption and in- 

tolerance. drove him in the Liberal Republican- 
Democratic alliance in support of Greeley and 
Brown, 
Again a Republican until. his conscience revolted 
from the support of Blaine and the dangerous ele- 
ments surrounding him, when he turned to Cleve- 
land as the better hope of honest government. 

When the money question came up, Mr. Schurz 

was a Republican for sound money. 
When impertalism became the issue, 
opposed the Republican party. 
This record shows clearly that the line of con- 
duct which made Mr. Schurz inconsistent in party 
fealty made him consistent in principle. This is the 
kind of consistency which makes for liberty, justice 
and progress in society. It makes for honest gov- 
ernment. It cost Mr. Schurz the party leadership, 
which his brilliant mind might have won if he had 
sacrificed his principles, but it gained for him lead- 
ership in independent thought and action. The in- 
spiration of such a life’s record is worth that of any 
number of timid time-serving party leaders.

As a result of 
the meet with Kansas on Saturday, 
when Missouri won by the one-sided 
score of 79 to 38, and numerous prelim- 
inary meets, the strength of Missouri is 
fefinitely known. It is the uncertainty 
concerning the power of the My rtle and 
Maroon that makes thé contest seem 60 
doubtful. While Missouri is figuring on 
victory, it is not boasting that it will 
be a walkaway.

RINGING PLAYERS

Action of Gillespie Club in Us-

. The great rivalry existing between the 


clubs of the Missouri-Illinois Trolley 
League, which represent the towns of 
Granite City and Gillespie, has caused 
considerable feeling among the teams.

Last Sunday Granite City, enthusiasts 
Say thet Gulespie, realizing that theiF¥ 
teanr was weak in the box, sent an 
emissary to Springfield, 11)., and se- 
cured Pete Taylor, the crack twirler, 
who beat the. Pittsburg Pirates early 
this season while twirling for Spring- 
field. Tailor is said to have been given 
$35 for pitching the game. After the 
game, which he won, he was offered 
a lucrative position if he would stay in 
Gillespie. Taylor consented when he 
was told he would not only be able to 
hold his mercantile position, but that 
he would also receive $125 a month for 
pitching for the home team. 

What Granite City wants to know is 
how Mr.’ Taylor can pitch for the Gil- 
lespie team when he is still the prop- 
erty of the Springfield club of the Three- 
I League. 

Outraged at what they claim is an at- 
tempt to break up their team, the Gil- 
lespie supporters Say that Granite City 
has Arthur Bader, who is the property 
of the Colorado Springs club, and that 
Billy Kane, who belongs to Butte, Mont. 
But this is not all. Gillespie people say 
they have proof that Granite City have 
actually signed Jack Slattery, the Cardi- 
nal catcher, by offering him extraordi- 
nary inducements in the way of a good 
position and large salary 
ball. The Granite City people insist 
that Slattery is going to catch Sunday’s 
game and that Arthur Hoelsketter, the 
Cardinal pitcher, is going to twirl the 
game. 

The officiais of the Trolley League 
are being drawn into the controversy 
and a special meeting of the organiza- 
tion will probably be called to settle the 
Status of the-players involved and their 
right to play with the Granite City and 
Gillespie clubs.
